The major portion of Thursday afternoon's sitting of the legis- 
lature was devoted to a consideration of the conference of the 
premiers of the Western provinces. with the government at Ottawa 
and the statement regarding it made the previous evening by Premier 
Stewart. The discussion developed strong criticism of the action of 
Western Premiers in regard to their action upon the question of 
the prairie provinces having their natural resources. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay, who moved the adjournment of the house 
for the debate contended that a golden opportunity had been missed 
for decisive action and he also complained that no protest had been 
made against the objectionable and unconstitutional order-in-council 
putting an embargo on the borrowing powers of the provinces during 
the continuance of the war. It was, he declared, a matter on which 


the rights of the provinces under the British North America act | 


should have been asserted.

In Evidence Before Fire Inquiry,

Strong Testimony is Given by Part Owner of Maryland—Assistant 


Chief Soles Says He Tried 
Was Unable to Do 


to Get Into Basement, But 
so Owing to Smoke 


R. E. Noble, part proprietor of the 
late Maryland hotel, when appearing 
at the fire inquiry on Thursday af- 
ternoon, denounced in the most em- 
phatic terms the work of the fire de- 
partment last Sunday night, “They let 
my hotel burn, whereas had it been 
any kind of a fire department at all, 
the place would have been saved,” 
said Mr, Noble, 

Contrary to this was the statement 
of Assistant Chief Soles, who said that 
he tried to get into the pool room, but 
could not live in the smoke. He said 
that they got six lines at work and 
the water pressure was as good as it 
had ever been. Soles also said that 
he saw a fire blazing in the alley lane. 

Old Firemen Give Evidence 

James Proudfoot, an ex-fireman, 
said that the men could have got into 
the hotel, as he walked into the ro- 
tunda as far as the telephone and 
hearg two calls ring. A number of 
the old firemen appeared on Thurs- 
day afternoon and were unanimous 
in stating that the ater pressure was 
not what it should have been for such 
a fire. Also they stated that they of- 
fered their services, which were de- 
clined by the mayor. The witnesses 
said that the hose was soft and the 
pressure so low that the men could 
use it with one hand, 

That the buildings caught fire and 
burned by easy stages was the 
pression generally conveyed by 
witnesses throughout Thursday. 
Little Sign of Fire at First, They Say 

The majority of the witnesses stat- 
ed that there was little sign 
above the basement on their arrival, 
but it gradually appeared after the 
fire department had been at work for 
an hour or more. 

One witness, Edward Condon, said 
that it was one and one half hours 
after his arrival before the fire ap- 
peared in the garage. Fred Conley, 
the night watchman at the garage, 
made a similar statement, and he also 
held that when the firemen arrived 
they could have got into the pool room 
with comparative ease, 

Another witness characterized the 
fire fighting as a joke. Nearly all the 
Witnesses contended that the firemen 
were not interfered with at their work, 
but there appeared to be a lack of 
authority or direction in what was 
being done 

More evidence was furnished to the 
sffect that there was some sort of a 
flre at the ash can during the night. 

Inquiry was also made into the cir- 
cumstances attending the fire at the 
St. Albert Trail the same night. 

Mr. Noble's Evidence 
“They took and let my hotel burn

down,” exclaimed Mr. Noble an 
everything I owned was burned as 
well.

There were six stand- 
pipes in the house, two on each floor, 
There were 112 guests in the hotel 
and most of them went out of the 
parlor window, Witness and Mr. Bur- 
ton guided the guests as to what they 
should do, and Inspector Shi!l*z also 
helped, No fireman came along. 
Building Inspector Recalled 

Building Inspector Mclvor, who was 
recalled, supplied some further de- 
tails of construction of the buildings. 

James Proudfoot, also recalled, gave 
evidence as to the operation of the 
valves on the “boosters,” 

That he had frequently seen fires at 
the back of the hotel premises was the 
assertion made by Murdo Menasse, 
and who also stated that he had seen 
ashes emptied on the ground. Mr, 
Menasse lives in the Empress Block, 
at the rear of the Maryland Hotel. 
| Says Pressure Very Poor 

M. Reigh, formerly driver of the 
combination at No. 2 hall, spoke of 
the want of pressure that was to be 
noticed, The pressure was so poor 
that one man could stand on top of 
|the garage holding the hose with one 
hand. To test the pressure he put his 
|foot on the hose, and could press it 
in with his heel. Had the proper 
| pressure been on he could not have 
made a mark on the line. Witness 
afterwards spoke to Mayor Evans of 
the pressure, and he said, ‘‘they are 
only hydrant lines.” Witness then 
said: “At a fire like this there should 
not be any hydrant lines."’ Witness 
then stated that he stayed at the fire 
until 8 o'clock in the morning, and 
during that time he did not see a line 
put on the front of the hotel. The 
fire had by that time reached the top

L. McCausland, deputy registrar of 
Calgary, has been in the city for the 
past few days and reports that an ex- 
tra staff has been added to the de- 
partment at Calgary to deal with those 
who have not reported for duty ac- 
cording to the Military Service act. 
Questionaires are being sent out to 
all the men who have obtained ex- 
emption with the idea of determining 
whether or not exemption was prop- 
erly obtanied. These must be filled 
out and returirfed within three days 
from the time they are received, and 
failure to do so renders the man 
liable to heavy punishment. Every 
case of exemption where there is any 
doubt is being investigated fully. 

In this connection the deputy reg- 
istrar asks the co-operation of the 
people in spotting such ag are delib- 
erately evading the draft. He asks 
that such Information will be sent to 
the registrar, the name of the inform- 
ant will be kept absolutely secret, an1 
in cases where people do not care ‘o 
give their names an anonymous letter 
will be given the fullest consideration. 

All Sorts of Excuses 

Every variety of excuse has been 
given by those being brought in. Soime 
have assured the police that they were 
married, but it is found that the men 


are not legally married at all. Others 
have been known to inoculate them- 
selves in some way so as to bring on 
a temporary illness. 

Where it is suspected that there has 
been personation for medical exam- 
ination, the authorities are asking that 
the man be re-examined, and in such 
case he is not given opportunity cr 
time for arranging for a personation. 
The same procedure is taken where 
it is suspected that a man has artifi 
cially produced symptoms indicating 
medical unfitness, 

In the bona fide cases, and where 
men have been given exemption until 
a certain date, they may, prior to that 
Gate advance reasons for the renewal 
of certificate. This will be dealt witn 
according to merit. But the applica- 
tion must be made prior go the ex- 
piry date set by the tribunal or the 
appeal judge. 

Men on the Farms 

Mr. McCausland, being asked re- 
garding men who have been drafted 
into the army and who should prop- 
erly be on their farms, stated that 
very few cases of such nature had 
been brought to the attention of the 
authorities, But the regulations pro- 
vided that men so drafted might ap- 
ply for leave to appeal, and if satis- 
factory reasons were advanced 
minister of justice might grant per- 
mission to enter an appeal, and in 
event of such permission being given 
the district officer commanding might, 
ig he thought advisable, grant tempo; 
rary furlough, pending the disposti. 
of the appeal. 

Regarding the men granted exemp-

HOSPITAL ACT 
TOBE PRESENTED 


Act Which Was Passed by Legis- | 


lature Last Year Found 
Impracticable 


Boundaries according to choice of 
the people affected, is the keynote of 
the new Municipal Hospital act being 
introduced at this session of the leg- 
islature by Hon. George P. Smith, 
provincial secretary, and in whose de- 
partment the administration of the 
health of the province has been placed, 

An act was brought in at the 
last session which after a years trial! 
has been found impracticable, It will 
be repealed and the new one substi- 
tuted. It has been found thut the 
provisicns of the old act gave rise to 
difficulties that in reality blocked the 
formation of the municipal hospitals. 
The chief difference in the new act 
will be that instead of having the 
hospital district the same as the munt- 
cipal district, hospital boards will be 
able to decide their own boundaries. 

Will Overcome Difficulties 

This greater elasticity in the mattef 
of boundaries will, it is felt. overcome 
many of the local difficulties that 
arose under the other arrangement. 
Municipal boundaries were found too 
large to be kept intact and presented 
many obstacles to organization af 
hospital units owing to conflicting in- 
terests, but the new arrangement will 
bring in some other problems for 
which the new bill has had to provide. 

New Method of Financing 

The whole method of financing and 
making the levy has had to be alter- 
ed. Under the old act, the municipal 
machinery was used in holding the 
election, making the levy and collect- 
ing the money. In the new act, the 
hospital board will have charge of the 
elections and of raising the levy for 
the building and support of the hos- 
pital. In order to do this the hospital 
board will be made a corporate body 
and will have charge of its own 
finances,

At the conference which the newly 
organized society of the Alberta- 
Saskatchewan branch of the Retailers’ 
association held Thursday morning 
with the members of the governsnent, 
it was asked that the legislature ell- 
minate the word “shops” from the 
Factory Act. The retailers held that 
shops should. if necessary, be dealt 
with under a Shops' Act. Their chief 
grievance was the Saturday night 
closing. 

Premier Stewart and the members 
of the government received the dele- 
gation, which numbered nearly forty, 
and represented all parts of the prov- 
ince, and the premier promised every 
consideration to their request, The 
grievance of the retailers was given 
by the president of the Alberta sec- 
tion, T. A. Gaetz of Red Deer, and 
J. L. 8. Hutchinson of Saskatoon, vice- 
president of the Alberta-Saskatche- 
wan branch, and Jas. Kelso of Medi- 
cine Hat also spoke along similar 


lines. 
Double Shifts 
Mr. Gaetz contended that it was 
impossible in their business to have 


double shifts in order to comply with 
the factory act as it is drafted and he 
also put forward the plea that it was 
not loyal to shorten the hours of pro- 
duction, when there was such a great 
ery for greater production. Shorten- 
ing the hours would materially reduce 
the producing power of the mer- 
chants. He felt that the employees 
were already sufticiently protected and 
if this passed Alberta would be the 
only province in the Dominion where 
shops were put under the same rul- 
ings es factories, He considered it 
would upset the economic situation 60 
far as getting more labor for the 
farms was concerned, if for an efght- 
hour day men could get the same or 
greater salary than they could on the 
farms for a fifteen-hour day. 

Mr. Hutchinson referred to the fact 
that the merchants were expected to 
put up a great deal of money for the 
upkeep of patriotic funds. Also he 
stated that the clerks themselves did 
not want to come under the act and 
that they were satisfied with present 
conditions. Conditions under which 
the employees in factories and in 
stores worked were so different that 


the same legislation could not in all 
fairness obtain for both. He men- 
tioned the fact that clerks in stores 


were given two weeks’ holidays in the

FOR SOLDIER 
SETTLEMENT

Resolution is Passed to Memorial- 


ize Federal Government 
on Question 


The legislature of Alberta Thurs- 
day afternoon decided to memoralize 
the Federal government to set apart 
all the available Indian lands to be 
used as part of any scheme in con- 
nection with the settlement of the 
returning soldiers upon the land, 

The matter was called to the at- 
tention of the house by George Hoad- 
ley, Okotoks, leader of the opposi- 
tion, who referred to the proposed 
sale of 100,000 acres of the Blood Re- 
serve, and with the consent of Pre- 
mier Stewart, the consideration of 
business on the order paper was de- 
ferred until the matter upon which 
Mr. Hoadley asked urgency had been 
disposed of. 

Mr. Hoadley said that the proposed 
sale involved some of the finest land 
in Alberta, and they would be very 
sultable for incorporation in any 
scheme proposed for the soldiers. The 
lands were in the vicinity of Mac- 
leod and Lethbridge. 

Premier Stewart said he was quite 
in favor of pressure being brought to 
bear upon the Dominion government 
in the direction indicated, but he 
thought care should be exercised in 
handling the matter as he had been 
informed that the Indians had become 
alarmed on hearing of a resolution 
being passed by the G.W.V.A. at Leth- 
bridge. They somehow had got the 
impresson that if the soldiers got the 
land they would not get any money. 

Martin Woolf said he agreed that 
the land was as valuable as any in 
the province and said that it was part 
of 849,000 acres which had _ been 
leased to a cattle company. He was 
perfectly agreed that it was none too 
good for the soldiers, but he thought 
that action should be delayed owing 
to the agitated state the Indians were 


in through the fear that had been 
created that they would lose thelr 
money, 


Mr. Hoadley did not think that any 
harm could be done by the passing of 
the resolution, and !t was adopted 
unanimously.

grasped the opportunity of thus set-|

Mr. Mackay said he was amazed at 
the action of the Western premiers. If 
the Dominion government got fully 
under way with a soldiers’ land settle- 
ment. scheme, with twenty year 
mortgages, it would probably prevent 
a settlement of the natural resources 
question for the next century, Pre- 
mier Stewart, he said, had woefully 
misunderstood the whole situation, In 
his report he stated: “I, as your repre- 
sentative, said then that they were not 
interested in our question, and that 
we were not particularly interested in | 
their question, because by no human 
argument could they come within the 
same category.’ He, seid Mr. MacKay, 
was not “human,” if the premier's 
statement was correct. He would say 
and say emphatically that the moment 
the other provinces raised the question 
of a possible increase of their sub- 
sidies because of the Western pro- 
vinces getting their natural resources 
that that ipso fact connected the two 
propositions, and they must both be 
dealt with in the same way, because 
the consent of the Eastern premiers 
was conditional on a re-consideration 
of subsidies generally.

the 10 per cent. bonus that is now 
demanded by the men. 

He also declared that the commis- 
slow would also examine shipyard con- 
| ditions right down the Hine in an en- 
deavor to reach a fair and compre- 
| hensive finding. 

He gave assurance that the commis- 
sion would sit as soon as possible, ai- 
though he admitted that Ottawa hal 
not yet given him many details t»

“Mysterious Billy’ Smith, the first Queensbury welterweight 
champion, had a repertoire of tricks never equalled by any other 
have been called “Billy the 


boxer before or since. He might well 
Bite,” because of his playful antics, one of which was to take a 
“chaw" out of his antagonist when the referee wasn't looking, Smith 


and Joe Walcott, the “Black Demon of Barbadoes,” used to mix it 
quite frequently, and the way Smith treated the black man was 
som'thin’ sean’lous. The first Smith-Walcott bout was staged in 
the Boston Music hall twenty-three years ago today, March 1, 1895, 
and it will never be forgotten by those who witnessed it. There was 
a lot of race feeling in the Bean City, and Walcott feared the crowd 
more than his opponent. The referee was an old pugilist named 
Aaron, and he was blind as a bat to all of Billy’s foul stuff. Once the 
“Mysterious” one actually bit Joe’s coco, which showed mighty poor 
judgment. Joe was afraid to protest against Smith's fouling, because 
the fans were constantly yelling ‘Kill the smoke,” and every foul put 
over by Smith was greeted with applause. Once Billy brought down 
the house by brazenly asking the referee to disqualify the negro 
becayse, explained Smith, “He is biting me!" The whole affair was 
a disgrace to the sport, and, happily, nothing like that could be 
pulled off now. Despite the handicap, Joe had the best of the affair, 
and the referee had to give him a draw. 

Not long after the Boston Battle, Smith and Walcott fought 
again, this time in New York, for the wolrd'’s welterweight cham- 
pionship. Charlie White was the third man in the ring, and he made 
the men fight fair. This bout went twenty-five rounds, and the de- 
cision went to Smith, who had all the better of the latter part of the 
engagement, at one time knocking the Demon" down for the count 
of eight. In 1898 they fought again, going twenty-five rounds to a 
draw. In the following two battles with the ‘Demon, Smith lost 
both on fouls,

Needham-Burke Contest, 

Danny Needham defeated Jack Burke in ten rounds at New Or- 
leans twenty-six years ago today, March 1, 1892, Neither Danny nor 
Jack were champions, but they deserve to be remembered because 
of the long battles in which they participated. It was in 1893 that 
Burke won a niche in the pugilistic hall of fame by figuring in the 


longest contest ever fought in the ring, his memorable bout with 
Andy Bowen, the mulatto boxer, in New Orleans, which went 110 
rounds to a draw, lasting seven hours and 19 minutes, In 1890 


Danny Needham fought a battle almost as long with Patsy Kerrigan 
in San Francisco, this bout going to 100 rounds, lasting six hours 
and 89 minutes, and resulting also in a draw. Needham was a Min- 
neapolis boy, and aspired to welterweight honors, but was knocked 
out by Tommy Ryan in the 76th round of a bout in Minneapolis and 
was afterward knocked out by Mysterious Billy Smith. Jack Burke 
Was 4 very-promising lad, but after his battle with Bowen he was 
never much good. He died in New York about five years ago.

Birthday of “Brooklyn Tommy” 

Today is the thirty-seventh aniversary of the birth of Thomas 
F. Sullivan, otherwise “Brooklyn Tommy," who once reigned as 
king of the featherweights, Tommy was reared in Brooklyn, and it 
was in 1897, when he was sixteen, that he began to make a noise in 
the sporting world. The same year witnessed the debut of another 
Brooklyn lad, ‘Terrible Terry’’ McGovern, who had been a news- 
boy in Brooklyn before he took to the fight game, 

MeGovern was first to reach the heights, and in 1900 he annexed 
the featherweight title by whipping George Dixon. The next year 
Terry was toppled from his throne by the young Denverite, Billy 
Rothwell, fighting under the name of Young Corbett, 

Both McGovern and Corbett had passed the lightweight division 
before Brobdklyn Tommy forged to the front. The woods were full! 
of good lads in those days, but Tommy whipped them all, knocking 
out George Dixon, and Eddie Santry, and defeating Kid Herman in 
Kansas City end Clarence Forbes in Omaha, 

In 1904 the featherweight title was claimed by Abe Attell, who 
triumphed over Harry Forbes in St. Louls, Brooklyn Tommy was 
not inclined to give up the honor he had been striving for, and 
sought a match with Abe, They met in St. Louis in October, 1904, 
and the Brooklynite won on a foul. After that, with the title in his 
possession, Sullivan held his honors unchallenged until 1907, when 
Attell again faced him in the ring. This time Abe got a draw, They 
fought again in 1908 in San Francisco, and Tommy was knocked 
out tn the fourth round by the clever little Hebrew.
